Since these file are exhibit in 
the above mention Commission therefore these file may be kept in NAI, if permission of 
downgrading is accorded. 

5. Accordingly following files are placed for declassification. If approved, these files 
(classified 14 + 1 unclassified) in original be transferred to NAI.
